ſtood, and put into Metnod, till 
about the latter cnd of the la Century, in 
this part of the World; and that above all 
others, that of Africa : and the J»iies was the 
moſt Bene ficial, have long ago projected to 
ſhare ia it with their Neighbo; urs, But by 
the Policy of thoſe who had already telt the 
ſweets of it, and who feared a Diminution of 
their Gain, they found, till of late years, un- 
ſurmountable Difficulties. 

But in the year 1688. they having, for the 
molt part, early appeared in the Revolution, 
and ſerved His Preſent Maj-ſty with great 
Zeal, they thought they might juſtly promiſe 
to themſelves a ſuitable Return to {© creat Me- 
rits. And having manag'd their Bulaeſs with 
great Dexterity, they founa them:cives not 
fruſtrated of their Expetation. 

About 2 years ago, unger the Adriniſtra- 
tion of the Earl of Twidale, who was mightily 
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influenced in this Affair by Secretary Jo-r/on, 


Son of the late Laird Warreſion, an A@& was 
touched by the Scepter for erecting a Com- 
pany to be called the Company of Scotland 
Trading to Africa and the Jndies, with great 
Immunities, viz. of being Cuſtom-Free for 
above Twenty Years ; and that all Ships which 
ſhould be taken or dam aged by any other Na- 
tion, to be made good at His Majeſties Charge, 

Theſe 2 Proviſo's in the Att; werea mighty 
encouragement; For by the firſt they were e- 
nabled to underſel] their Neighbours, and by 
the ſecond they were always ſure of His Ma- 
jeſties Protection, Deing obliged by the ſtrong- 
eſt Ties of Intereſt. 


GHATP. I 
Of the Oppoſition avainft it. 


TO ſooner was the News of this A@ of 
Parliament {pr ead abroad, but it was 
oppoſed in England by all concerned in the 
Eaſt-India Trade, who made a noiſe againſt 
it. Some indeed contemned it, and making 
ſevereRefletions upon thePover ty ofScetland, 
look'd upon it as a Chymerical Project ; but 
the wiſer ſort here thought 1t might be of dan - 
gerouns Conſcquence ; making ſerious Refle- 
ctions upon the great Priviledges granted the 
New Company, thought many, both here, in 
Holland, and other Nations, might ealily be 
induced to Join with them ; "and accordingly, 
many 
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many began, even here, to talk of Subſcrips 
tions, and remitting great Sums of Money ; 
and more particularly the Hambargers had a 
Project of Subſcribing an Hundred Thouſand 
Pound. But the Parliament fitting here a- 
bout the time when. the Diſcourſe of this 
Great Affair was at the hotteſt, the Com- 
panics moſt concerned, made their applica- 
tion to them, and prevailed ſo much, that 
they quite daſhed all Subſcriptions here 3 
and that they might, if poſlibly, quite Ruin 
the Scort/fh Project, they addrelled His Maje- 
ſty, That he would take all care, and uſe all 
poſſible Methods to ſuppreſs it : they obtain- 
ed a Promiſe, That ſome Methods ſhould be 
taken, and His Majeſty making ſome Refle- 
Gtions upon what had paſſed, was pleaſed 
to expreſs himſelf, Hz had no» been well /er- 
ved in Scotland. But the Act being Paſled, 
and the whole Kingdom being engzged in it, 
it was looked upon as next to an Impoſb- 
bility, to have it Repealed. Al) that could 
be done, was to quite diſcourage all from 
Subſcribing here, and to remonſtrate to the 
Hamburgers the Injury their Joyning with 
the Scors would be to the Engliſh Trade. 
Accordingly, Sir Paul Rycaut, His Majeſty's 
Miniſter to that Republick, had orders to 
preſs it home : Upon which the Hamburgers 
put out a Declaration in Juſtification 
of themſelves ; and ſeemed reſolved to 
erſue their Projet. But upon Cooler 
Thoughts, &s, conlidering the mighty 
A 3 Benefit 
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Benefit they received from the Englſh Trade, 
they having made it their 5! aple for Cloth, for 
the Ve: 71 4 \arts of Eurc 'e, LO tiie mighty 'En- 
Tichin of that Republi ick ; and that it was 
n2t imp: ſible but they ans, remove the ſaid 
Starle from thence to {ume other place, as for- 
1.:ly they had done fium Armerr, to the 
meh y prejudice of that City ; and being 
vw :riily prefſed by Eg Majeſty s Miniſter, 
they at Jai? r ſolved to dylt, preierriing cere 
faia Riches before uncertain Gain, 


rom Frgiand were to be .xpeted, the

tie Nzbllity and Gentry, and «!l the Cities 
and {\oyal Boroughs unanimouſly concurring 
giving the World a ſufficient Proof that Scot- 
ind vis neither ſo Poor, nor ſo Dif-jointed, 
as {oine People would have it believed. This 


Great Foundation being laid, the Superſtru- 


FT ile Srots ſeeing th:t no Snbſcriptions 
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cture went on apace; Firſt, they!honght them 
a Noble Houſe in A7i1-Square in Ed rborongh, 
to ſerve both for the Offices of the Company, 
and a Warehe:ſe, Then they began to build 
and buy Ships, both for Burthen and War, 
the chiet of which are the St. 4:2, the 
Unicorn, the Caledonia, the Dolp'in and tlic 
Endeavour. And here it's not improper r9 
remark, that before this late Revolution they 
had no Aer of War in Sce:land ; but now be- 
ing partly neceſſitated by the long War, and 
to carry on the Dzſigns of the Company. 
they have a pretty good Squadron, ſome of 

them of 60 Guns a-peice, and upwards, 
After they had procured Ships ſufficient for 
the preſent Deſigns of the Company, there 
was a great Dcbate among the Company, to 
what part of the Jnd:es the Ships ſhould be 
ſeat : and this part of the World was amu- 
ſed with various Rumours of the Scots Deſigns. 
But the firſt Proje& laid by Mr. Paterſon, a- 
bout Ten Years ago, for ſettling a Colony in 
the Ifthmus of Darien, prevailed. Accord- 
ingly 3 ſtout Ships, and 2 Teaders were E- 
quipped in the Port of Zeith in the Fr:th, 
and all manner of Proviſion and Warlike 
Stores put on Board, with about Twelve 
Hundred Seamen ani! Soldiers, the Comple- 
ment of the laſt being the moſt Select Foot 
of Scotland, they ſail'd from the F-irh with a 
proſperous Gale, and went round by the Or- 
cades, and having a proſperous Voyage, a- 
bout the middle of November, the laſt Year, 
A 4 1698, 
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1598. arrived ſafe in the Bay of Darien, ha- 
vinz loſt few or none of their Men. 

As ſoon as they were arrived ſafe in the 
Bay, after their hearty Thanks to Almighty 

God for their ſafe Arrival, they fell to {ound- 
ing the Coaſts, and found within a great 
Chain of If inds ( among which is the Golden 
lland, by the Spaniards called St. Katherine ), 
a moſt large and capacious Port, where Ships 
of the oreateſt burthen may fafely ride {ccure 
from wind and weather. 

The Entrance of the Port, to which they 
have given the Name of 7 e Fort of New St. 
Andrew, is not above Canon-ſhot over ; ſo 
that it's very capable of being detended a- 
gainſt the Attacks of any Enemies, they ha- 
ving already raited Platforms for: that End. 
{lpon the Low Neck of a Promontory within 
the Bay, which contains not above Thirty 
Acres of Land, they have begun to build them 
ſuch Houſes as {o ſhort a time can give them 
leave; which they have covered over with 
the Leaves of the Tree called Plantain, whoſe 
Leaves are about a Foot and a half long : 
For the better ſecurity of the New Fort, they 
have cut the /bhmns or Neck of Land on which 
it ſtands, for about 1 3o paces, and let in the 
Sea. So that it has no Communication with 
the Land, but by a Bridge in this Fort, they 
have already Mounted 50 Guns, and placed 
in it a Garriſon of near 620 Men: 

As ſoon as they had fortified themſelves A 
gait all ſudden ſurprizes, they ſens Depu- 
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tics to treat with the /ndians, of which you 
ſhall have a particular account after the Ge- 
neral Deſcription in the following Chapter. 


CHAT MM 
A ſhort Deſcription of the Country of Darien ; 
Now called Caledonia, 


H E Covntry of Darien, is one of the 

moſt famous 1fhmrss in the World ; 
It's about a kundred and twenty Miles long, 
and threeſcore broad. If it were pecſlible to 
cut a Channel from Sea to Sea, capable of 
Shipping, it would facilitate the Navigation 
of the World two Parts in three ; but it's 
next to an impoſſibility, for its almoſt a con- 
tinued Chain of Mountains, of which ſome 
are aS high as any of the Alps; eſpecially thoſe 
towards the North Part, which is only deſcri- 
bed in theſe Papers, none of the Colony being 
able to give fo exact an Account of the South 
as yet. 

The Valleys are watered with Rivers and 
Perpetual clear Springs, which are moft plea- 
ſant to drink, being as ſoft as Milk, and very 
Nouriſhing, 

The Rivers that fall into the North Sea, be- 
cauſe of their ſhort courſe are not Navigable; 
for they have their riſe from the high Chain of 
Hills above, which reaches all along the 
I#hmus, within twenty Miles, and iome- 
times leſs of the Sea. From the top of the 
Hills, is one of the moſt pleaſant Proſpect» 
imagi- 


imagin2hle ; for you have there a clear view 
of the Zv9rth Sea, and the varions making of 
the ſhore, tog2ther with the Adjicent Iſland:, 
whic? a2 c1lled $:25a!las, between which, 
and tie continent, runs a Channel about a 
Leazue over ; with makes ail along the 
Coalt Namberlets fat: Harbours, and ſupplies 
the defects of the '- ivers which are ſmall, and 
commonly ( bzcanſe of the Violent Land 
Floo4s in the rainy Seaſon, that carries down 
infinite Earth and Mud ) are barred with flat 
Oazy Shol's. 

Theie Hills are Clothed with tall Trees, 
without any underwond, ſo that one may 
Gallop conveniently among them, many Miles 
free from Sun and Rain, unleſs of a great con- 
tinuance. The Air makes on the tops of the 
Trees a pleaſint Melancnolly Mulick, ſo that 
one of the Colony, conſidering the coolneſs, 
pleaſant murmuring of the Air, and the ijnfi- 
nite beauty of a' continued Natural Arbor, 
called them the ſhades of Love. 

etween theſe Hills and the Sea, are gentle 
declivities, and a rich fat foyl full of all man- 
ner of Vegetables, among which are many 
not known to us in Errope. It's capable of a- 
ny improvement, but rowards the ſhore in 
many places, eſpecially near the Mouths of 
Rivers are Moraſſes, in which grows a Tree 
which riſes from ſeveral Roots, to which was 
given the Name of the Srilt Tree, becauſe the 
Roots like Stilts are entangled one among an- 
other. It's a Tree of about a foot D_— 
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It has red har, and may be good for Dying 
and Dreſſing of Leatter, This Tree is very 
troubleiyme to Travellers, becauſe it makes a 
continued Thicket. 
The whole Country is comprehended be- 
ween th: 8:2 and 10:b degree of: NorthernLa- 
titude, & has its Name 12m the River called 
Darien ;, whereby its Northern Coaſt is bound=- 
ed to the Zaft, It's more ſubie& to Rain than 
any other Conntry in the ſame Latitade, be- 
cauſe of its' Mounteinous Scituation, between 
the Atlantick or Northern Ocean, and the 
paciſick or mare del Zr, The Rains begin 1n 
May, and Jaſt four or ve Months, but are 
very gentle at firlt, like Apri! ſhowers, but at- 
ter are more violent, inulomuch, that fome- 
times they make a kind of a dcluze, cover- 
ing the ground in ſome places ſeven or cight 
Foot all on a ſudden, and carrying down 
Trees with great Impetnoſity, but thoſe that 
are acquainted with the Country know how 
to avoid the danger, But thoſe Rains even in 
the wetteſt months are not ſo' continued, but 
there are irany fair Days, and ſometimes a 
week together, with ſmall Thunder, ſhowers 
and refreſhing breczes of Air. The pleaſant 
dry Months are December, Fanuary, February, 
March and April, The Sky is then very ic- 
rene, and not ſo much as a Cloud to be ſeen, 
and notwithſtanding the warm ſcituation of 
the Climate, it's extteamly pleaſant, every 
thing having a freſh verdure and odour, the 


Air gently ianning the Inhabitants, ſo a the 
cat 


| ) 
heat is ſo far from being troubleſome that it 
delecable. 


But the Country, tho” it be Rich and Fruit- 
ful on the ſurface, is yet far Richer in its 
Bowels, there being great Mines of Gold ; 
for the Deputies were certainly informed that 
not above 12 Leagues from New Fdentorexgh, 
was a great Mine of this pretious mettal, on 
which were employed near a Thouſand 
Blacks, and that. in the-River of Sanfta Me- 
7a ; Which is not above 13 Leagues from this 
Colony, and which falls into the South Sea, 
the Spaniards every year get Gold duſt to the 
value of a Million. 5 


And here it may not be unpleaſant to the 
Reader to give him an Account of the man- 
ner of petting the Gold duſt, which is as fol- 
lows. They have little wooden Diſhes which 
they dip into the Water, and take it up half 
full of Sand, they ſhake the Sand and the 
Gold goes to the bottom, and the ſand riſes 
and goes over the brim of the Diſh with the 
Water, then with a Loadſtone they extract 
the Iron Duſt from it, and fo it's clear from 
any other Oar or filth. This can only be 
done in the fair Seaſon, for the Rivers are too 
deepin the wet, and then is the Gold brought 
down by the impetuous deluge from the 
Mountains. It's eaſy to gueſs from this what 
vaſt Mines may in time be diſcovered, when 


Art and Induſtry are joyned together, and.

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of what importance it will be to Great Britain 
to take all poſſible meaſures to preſerve this 


"Colony. 


GHAP:* | 
Of the Feception of the Deputies of the Council by 
the Dariens, and of the:r Manners and Cuſtoms, 


|HE Reader in the third Chapter, had 
'T mention of a League made between the 
Dariens and the Company : 1t will not be im- 
proper here, to give an Account of the Re- 
ception of the Deputies, and the manners of 
Indians, |. 

After the Colony had refreſhed themſelves 
a-ſhore, and taken all poſſible precautions a- 
gainſt any ſudden ſurprize, by ſuch Fortiſica- 
tions as could be made in fo ſhort a time ; It 
was agreed on by all, that it would add much 
to the ſecurity of the enterprize, if they could 
enter into a League and tri bond of friend- 
ſhip with the 1n4:ans, whom they knew to be 
great Enemies to the Spaniards, who had en- 
deavoured to extirpate them, but could, never 
prevail by reaſon of the inviſible path$-of the 
Country. Accordingly ſome Deputies were 
ſent out, among whom was Mr. Paterſon, the 


_ Chief Proje&or of the whole Deſign. They 


found the Indians were, as it's before related, 
very traQtable, and had Intelligence that one 
of their great Kings ( as they call their chief 
Captains in their Language ) was not far off 


upon the great ridge of the Mountains, and 
would 
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14 
would be very glad to underſtand their de- 
ſign, and enter into any League egainft the 
Spaniaras whom they mortally hated, They 
ſet out with a ſmall train to give no occaſion 
of Jealouſy, and had feveral flight Merchan- 
diles, as Beads, Lignen and Woolen Cloaths, 
and other things, which they knew would be 
acceptable preſznats to the wild 1dr, 

They found the Country, thro? which they 
paſs'd, of an exceeding rich Soyl, but much 
covered with Wood, as above relatcd, only 
here and there they met with ſome places 
which the [n4ians called in their Language S4- 
vanah's; where they plant their Mari, a kind 
of Corn ſomething like wheat, upon little 
hillocks, at alittle diſtance one from another. 
Theſe Savannabs are not level, but conſiſt of 
ſmall Hills and Valleys, with pleaſant ſpots of 
Wood intermixt, which ſerve both for plea- 
ſure and profit, of which more hereafter. 

The 1:4;2ns were fo ſecure, that they ſaw 
ſeycral of them ſleeping in Hammocks tied to 
two Trees, and had no other covering or Ca- 
nopy, but large Plantan-Leaves, for they were 
told by their Priefts, or rather Magicians 
( who went a Conjuring, which they call Pa= 
nawing, as foon as our Fleet arrived ) that the 
Peoplc newly arrived, would be a great aſlliſt- 
ance againſt the Spanizrds their Enemies, and 
would never molelt them in any matters of 
Religion, bat live in good Correſpondence 
with them, if they failed not on their Part. 

I he Panawing is performed, as the Depu- 
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ties were informed, with hideous yellings and 
firieks, in which they imitate ſometimes the 
hiſſing of Serpents, ſometimes the croaking of 
Toads, ſometimes the yelping of Foxes and 
Barking of Dogs ; to which they join the 
noiſe of ſeveral Stones ſtruck together, and of 
a ſort of Drums made of Bambo's ; they la- 
bour ſo hard, and ftrain themſelves ſo much, 
that they are all in a great ſweat, and often 
fall into ſtrange extaſies and trances for a con- 
{iderable time, and then renew their (hrieks 
agaln, til] the Oracle be given. The great E- 
nemy of mankind and lover of diſcord, in- 
vited by ſuch jarring Muſick, at laſt viſibly 
appears, and audibly gives his Anſwer, which 
tor the moſt part proves exactly true, that he 
may the better delude theſe poor Greatures, 
who ſtand in great awe of him. 

But to return to where we left off, after 
they had made two eaſy days Journey, they 
arrived at the place where the King was, 
which was on the top of a very high Hill, 
which had a Noble Proſpect toward the North 
Sea, as far as the Eye could reach, and was 
Crowned with a moſt Noble Grove cf Stately 
Trees ; ſorne of which were eleven foot Di- 
ameter, which bears a Cod about the bigneſs 
of a Nutmeg, full of ſhort Wool, which 
when ripe is blown about by iþhs wind, and 
is of ſmall uſe, tho? it's ſomething, like Cotton, 

As ſoon as the King had Intelligence that 
the Deputies were near at hand, he ſent a 
tew Perſons of the beit Quality to cons 
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them to his preſence : theſe were attended 
witha fort of Muſicians who play'd upon a 
kind of Pipes made of ſmall hollow Bamboes, 
and Reeds full of notches, with which they 
made a kind of whining notle, but nothing 
Muſical to European Ears, and all the Compa=« 
ny, to keep Conſort, made a humming at the 
ſame time to themſelves, | 

As they approached nearer, they were di- 
verted with a Dance of ao Men in a Ring, 
wao ſtretched out their hands and laid them 
on one anothers ſhoulders, moving gently 
iideways roun{ in a Circle, wrigling them- 
jelves into a thouſand ridiculons Poſtures, 
ſomething like the Highlind Dances in Scor- 
land : Atter they had Dauced a pretty while 
one of the Company jumped out of the-Ring 
and play'd ſeveral Antick Tricks, throwing 
and catthing a Lance, bending back towards 
the ground, and ſpringing torward again with 
great Activity, to the no ſmall admiration of 
the Deputies. 

Moſt of them were ſix foot high, ſtrait 
and clean limb'd, big-bou'd and full- breaſted, 
their faces were round, with ſhort bottle No» 
ſes, Eyes large & ſparkling, white even Teeth. 

Their hair was ſtraight, long and black, 
which they wore dowa to the miudle of their 
back or lower, hanging looſe at it's full length, 
they often ſcratcned their heads, and when 
they tound any lice, they would immediately 
put them in their Mouth and eat them ; It's 


ſuppoſed they have not uſe of Combs. 
They 
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They 24 no Beards, neither does any of the 
Nation wear any, but has it, as well as the hair 
in other parts, pulled up by the Roots, by their 
Women, except the eye-brows and eye-lids ; 
for which purpoſe, becauſe they have not the 
uſe of {\m21ll Pincers, they moſt dextrouſly make 
uſe of 2 ſticks, between which they pinch the 
hair and pluck it up. 

Their colour, as the reft of the Nation, was 
Orange Tawney ( for this deſcription may 
ſerve for the whole Nation, and therefore the 
digreſſion 15 the longer ) they had newly 
anointed themſelves with Oyl, which they 
make uſe of to make their Bodies ſhine, and 
to make their skin ſmooth & ſupple, and hin=- 
der it from parching ; they had drawn vpon 
their skins many figures of Birds, Fiſhes and 
Trees in many parts of their Bodies, but eſpe- 
clally of their Faces, the colours were red, 
yellow and blue, they are laid on with Pen- 
cils made of jazged and beaten ſticks. 

They were were quite Naked, and had not 
ſo much as a ragg about them, only a picce 
of a Piantain-Leai, which was rolled up into 
the Figure of an Extinguiſher, and but half 
covered their privities. 

They had all a peice of an Oyal thin Plate of 
Gold, which covercd their Mouth from corner 
to corner, and hung dangliag over their Lips, 
being fixed to the inner part of the Noſe. 

They had ſeveral Chains of Teeth, ſhells, 
beads, hanging from the Neck down upon the 
Breajt, & ro the pit of the ſtomach,which was 
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looked upon by them as the greateſt piece of 
Finery, and the more weighty and more nu- 
merous the Chains are, the more they value 
themſelves upon their Dreſs. 

But to put an end to this long, yet neceſſary 


Digreſiion : When they were come to the top 


of the HiÞ, and almoſt in ſight of the King, to 
ſhew how welcome they were to both Sexes 
there were entertained by a Dances of Wo- 
men, whobehaved themſelves with great mo- 
deſty and activity, dancing, in a Ring, as the 
Men did. 

They had every one of them a piece of Cot- 
ton Cloth abogt their middle, ticd bchind 
with a Thread, hanging down to their An- 
kles ; they were very plump and tat, vell 
ſhaped, -and had lively brisk Eyes, but ſome- 
thing ſhort, and alittle too thick, 

Their Features were very regular, their 
EKair lang and black, which was tied together 
with a ſtring juſt behind the Head. 

Theſ: Women ſtill danced before the De- 
puties, till they were arrived in the King's 
Preſence, whom they ſound ſeated under a 
I rec of ancxtraordinary bigneſs, upon a kind 
of a 3 hrone made of ſeveral Logs of Wood, 
piled neatly one upon another, and covered 
with a fortof Party- coloured Cleth, which he 
had purchatcd of the Spawiards for a great ſum 
cf Gold ; he had on his Head a Diadem of 
Gold Plate, about 10 inches broad, indented 
at the top, lined within with Net-work, made 
ot {mall Canes, and a Robe (haped ſomething 
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like a Frock of Coiten, down to his heels, with 
a Fringe of the ſa:ne Cotton above a Span long, 
with ſhort wide open Sleeves, reacting only 
tothe middle of his Arms ; bis Face was paint= 
ed with Red, as if he defon' 'd War upon ſome 
of his Neighbours; he had a Plate of Gold 
hanging over his mouth, of an oval Figure, 
covering his mouth trom corner to cor ner; he 
bad hanging at each Ear a Pendant made of 2 
large Plates of Gol, faſtned to a Ring, the 
one hanging before to _ breaſt, and the other 
b<hins on the ſhoulder : the P! at2sS were a- 
bout $ lacies ney and | ſhap ed like a heart, 

Tioſe who atieded Þiin wore on tnetr 
Heads a kind of a Diadsm made of Canons 
Ladcutc d and jaygud at the top, wrought very 
fine, & well painted, ſet round at the top with 
long beautiful features in the form of a Crown, 

they all wore ſeveral Ch ains of Teeth, 
hanging down irom the Ne:ck above a Foot. 
3 ne Teeth were al indented and over-run, 
tallied and notctied exactly with the other, 
which made them look like a folid Bone, 

The Deputies, afticr thicy had made a low 
Obeylance tO his Maj:{ty, were condu&ted by 
the Maiter of the Ceremenies, who is always 
a Principal man, to lome S<2 its made of Logs 
of wood, covered with cotten cloth » J2 t over 
agalinſk the King's bk rrone, but much lower. 
Atter they were Teate | they were by the ſame 
Maiter of the on commanded 19 give 
an account oj the Aitairs they kad to tranſact 
With his Majeſty, ]hen Mr, Arr the a) 
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of the Embaſſy, roſe up, and after dne reve- 
rence, madca ſhort and pithy Speech; the ſub- 
ſtance of which was, That rizey were come from 
the uttermoſt Conſt of the Vor ld, being the Subjetts 
of a Mighty Prince, to admire his Grandeur, to 
eft avliſh Traſjick, and to make a ſtritt League with 
him againſt all Encmies what {ocver. 

There was a moft profound litence during 
the Speech, and it was obſerved that his Ma- 
jeſty ſmiled, and often twirled the Plate of 
Gold which covered his Mouth, which was a 
ſign that he was extreamly ptcaled. But I 
cannot here omit one thing which happened 
juſt when the Specch was ended, which was 
no {mall cauſe ot Lavghter : A Drove of Mon- 
keys came leaping uÞ and down the Branches 
of the Trees, & made an extraordinary ſquea- 
king, ſumetimes breaking the little Branches, 
and throwing them down among, the people, 
and piſſed among them, and hung down by 
one anothers Tails, in a Chain ; and ſwinging 
in that manner tijl the lowermoſt catch'd 
hold of a Bough of another Tree, and drew 
up the reſt ; and it's by this means that they 
paſs from top to top of high Trees, whoſe 
Branches are a little too far aſunder {or their 
Icaping. The 1:4:ans looked upon this as a ve- 
Ty good Omen, and interpreted it thus, That 
as the Morxkeys by this Stratagem were a mutual 
aſſ;ſiarice one to aiother, ſo the Scots and Indians 
would be,and that all wouldend in pleaſure & profit. 

Aiter this little Diverfion was over, all was 
huined again ln a profound ſilence, Then, by 
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Majeſties Order, a Noble Indian ſtood up, and 
made a Speecin ; the ſubſtance of which was, 
Toat the beared Men were welcome ;, that there 
ſhould be nothing wanting that they could poſſibly a- 
ſſi# tnemin , that al .cagite ſhould continue while 
Gold and Floods wer? in Darien ( an Expreſſion 
vſced there to ſignity Perpetuity ) and that th:y 
mipht be aſſured of tt the move, bis Majrfty would 
ſwear it by his Tecth, and Touching of Lips with 
his Fingers. * 

After the Spzech was ended, . the Deputies 
were ordered to withdraw, which they 1d, 
making a Profound Reverence to his Majeſty. 
Then they were conducted to a pleaſant cool 
place; at a little diſtance trom the place of 
Audience ; where they were entertained with 
a ſort of Drink mad e of Indian Mace, which 
was very ſtrong, but of a ſouriſh ta!!,and 1s ve- 
ry windy. 

The Deputics a: ked 17 they had any other 
ſort of Drink ? Upon which preſently was 
brought in great Calabaſhes, a milder drink, 
called Miſlaw, which is made of Ripe Plan- 
tains, which is not unpleaſant to the Palate. 
After they had been treated in this place a- 
bout an hour, a Meſſage came from his Maje- 
ſty to invite them to Dinner, which was made 
ready under another huge Tree; for Houſes 
here are none ; this being only a place for 
Summers Diverſion, where they fear no Rain 
or change of weather tor ſome Months. 

They found the King Seated on a low 
Seat, with ſome few of the Nobility ſtanding 
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about him ; after due revercnce paid him they 
were commanded to fit down at a 1 ittle di- 
ſtance trom Fis Majeſty, who ws at the hear 
of the Table w hich was mace of twiz*, mot 
curiouſly wrought, and covered thick with 
Plantain-L eaves, inftead of Cloth and Nan- 
kins, and in Head of Knives, there was a kind 
of a "Dagger which they oſe in War, called 
a Macheat : In the middle of the Table was 
an Earthen Vellz1 tull of Salt, winch is very 
ſcarce in the inner parts of the Connery, and 
another of Pepper, which tis very eng, 
and much ſed in dreſſing all their Vicuals, 

The firſt conſe was of ficſh meat, which 
was ſtewed in very ſmall pieces 1n a Pipkin, 
With Roots and green Plantains and Bov2os, 

ith a great deal of Pepper, which was ſtew- 
be too much, and poured out into Earthen 
Oiſhes; It rcliſhed Ld well, and per- 
famed the whole place 

The next Courſe was for the moſt Part of 
the Fleſh of two ſorts of Beaſts, called by 1n- 
dians Peccory and Narree, which was broyled 
upon Grid-Irons made of Wood ; it was {er- 
ved np without any ſawce ; bat when it came 
to the Table, one of the waitcrs trew it all 
over with Salt and Pepper. 

The third and laſt Gourſe was of Fiſh, 
ſome boiled in Earthen Pipkins with Pepper 
and Boxanos, and ſome broiled upon the 7r- 
81an Grate, called Barlecue:r, 

After all, for a kind of deſert was ſerved 
in dryed Plantains. Bonaner, and a kind of - 
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musk Fig, with ſome Baitard Cinnamon, with 
which the Country abuunds. 

Every one had at his right hand, two or 
three C2labaſhes of ſeveral of the above-men- 
tioned Liquors, to take and drink when, he 
pleaſed, with any Cups, and another of cu- 
rious Spring Water, 

The King in Eating, dipt his two fore fin- 
gers of the right hand bent hook wiſe, and 
took up therewith out cf the Diſh as with a 
ſpoon, as much as he could, ſtroking it a 
Croſs into his Mouth, Aſter every mouthful, 
ne dipt his fingers into the water by his fide, 
for cleanlineſs and coolneſs, for the meat he 
eat is exc:ſlive hot ; he eat no bread with it; 
but at every 3 or 4 mouthfuls he dipt his fin- 
ger inthe ſalt and ſtrok*t over his Tongue. 

All Dinner time he was entertained with 
Muſick, Vocal and Inſtrumental, which ſeem- 
ed to be very diverting to him ; tho to the 
Gueſts it ſeemed harſh and jarring ; the ſub- 
je& of it, was the great Achievements of 
himſelf, and Anceſtors, and concluded with a 
Song to welcome the Gueits. 

After Dinner was over, the Deputies with- 
drew and were Conducted to the place, 
where they had refreſhed themſelves after the 
morning Audience.

Their Game and Manner of Hunting. 


"THey had not been long there, when a 
Meſſenger came to them to ask them 11 
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they would be bleaſed to divert themſelves 
witi Hunting, for news was bronght the King, 
teat a great drove of Feccary wes come down 
ih; His, This Peccary Is a kind of a wild 
RED cory black, with little ſhort leggs, yet 
19s Paiftly, Its Mavel i; vpon the back, "and 
gf wi! 31 net King this Beaſt, the Navel 1s not 
Ciii ay / from the Carcaf: within four hours 
at {21 tigyt, it tainis all the fivin, and makes - 
Nink 3 atoll: Tably; But if it be taken away, 
V11; ke C47 W<il fevers! aa7s, and is weti-! 94 by 
aig Very nourſh Ins mea '£ -” Bat to reruvrn to our 
di{courie,all things were made ready,tiie dogs 
Vere brought out, which are ſma}l ill- ſhaped 
Currs, with rough itragling hair, and very 
flow ; ſo that they rather ſerve for ſariing 
Game, than running 1t down. The Hunters, 
which were all on foot, here being no Horſes, 
had every one his Bow os Arrows, his Lance, 
and a long Knife, which they call a Afacheat ; 
being thus accoutred, they ſet forward, and 
the Women made frequent Prayers for their 
ſucceſs. The King with the Deputics ſtood 
upon a Hill, vvhere vvas an excellent Pro- 
ſpect, and vvhere they ſavv the vyhole Hunt- 
ing vvithout ſcarce moving a ſtep; vvith their 
Men & Dogs, and {ome Nets they had (vvhich 
arc made of a ſort of Graſs, that vve called 
Silk-Graſs, of vyhich ſtrong thread Is ſpun) 
they ſurrounded 4 or 5 of them, {o that they 
could: not eaſily eſcape. They ſeemed not to 
value the dogs, vyhich durſt not attack em, but 
ſtood barking at 'em,as it vvere at Bay, But the 
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hunters from behind ſome ſhrubs, ſhot *em vvith 

their Arrows, and they made away with ſeve- 

ral of them in their Bodies, and 1un very faſt 

for a while, but the loſs of Blood ſoon ſtopped 

their Career, Then they came in with their 
Dogs and killed them with their Lances in a 
trice, then they cut them into 4 quarters im- 
mediately, and raiſed a mighty ſhout, which 
was Anlacred by the King and the People a- 
bout him ; ſome Playing upon a kind of a 

Trumpet made of Banibo, and ſounding in an 

vnimvlicz] ſtrain, the Death of the Pcccary z 
as f9on as the Peccary was brought to the 

King, he made the Deputies a preſent of two 
of tnem. 

At Night they took leave of the King, and 
were Conductcd to the fore-mentioned place 
of retirement, where were hung ſevcral large 
Hammocks made of ſilk Graſs, and tied from 
tree to tree; the Night was pleaſant and re- 
freſhing, and every body flept as we!l as if he 
had been in the beſt furniſhed Chamber ; there 
was all round a mighty filence, and the plea- 
ſant murmuring or the wind in the tops of the 
Trees gently moved us to ſleep; neither were 
we troubled vvith the leaſt fly or inſet, vvkhich 
are very troubleſom in lovy ſyuvarmpy ground. 
But it's not here to be forgot, thar a proffer 
vvas made of ſome young Women to ſolace 
the Deputies, vvhich vvas modeſtly refuſed. 
Every body ſlept ſoundly till about Sun-riting, 
vvhen vve vvere avvaked by the noiſe of 
Pavynaners, of yvhich enough has been 
laid above. | CHAP. 
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GHAP, VE. 
O f their return ty Fort St, Andrews. 


4 Fter they had dreſſed 2nd refreſhed them- 

ſelves with ſome of the Peccary Barle- | 
cued, or hroiled upon a Wooden Grate, they 
walked up and down thos plexſmt Groves, | 
and paſled 2 diys more with *lmoſt the fame 
Entertainment and Cere:monies as at firſt. 
The third day early in the Morning they had 
their Audience of Coge ; and ſeveral young 
Boys of the Chief Nobility were recommend - 
ed to tne Deputies to be Educated, and to 
learn the Scortifh Language, who were kindly 
received by them; who were glad to haveſo | 
many Pledges for the obſervation of the Trea- 
ty, and which was the greateſt mark imagina- 
ble of their ſincerity, they were re-conducted 
down the Hills with almoſt the ſame Ceremo- 
nies 2nd Dancings they had at their coming 
up. All was pleaſant and gay, only the Mo- 
thers of the young Boys made at firſt a migh- 
ty howlingand beating of their Breaſts ; but 
they were comforted by their Husbands, who 
told them, 7: world only be for a while, and that | 
the Deputies would ſend ſome Brys of their Nati- 
on to be trained up in their Fead. 

In our return we met with a fort of Wild 
Hog, called Warree by the Indians. It is very 
good Meat, 1t has little Ears, but very great 
Tusks, and the Hair or Briſtles is covered 
with a long and thick Set. It's a fierce Crea- 
ture, and dreads no Beaſk whatiocyer ; But 
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one of the Company quickly diſpatch'd it 
with. a SIng ſhot out of a Fowling Piece. The 
11ſe of the Shot rovzed at the ſame time a 
tatcly horned Buck who made his eſcape. 

We ſaw abunzaice of Rabbets, which are 
as large as Hares, which have no Tales, but 
little ſhort Ears, with hug? large long Claws : 
They bave no Burroughs, but lodge in the 
Roots of Trees. Several of them were killed. 
They are excellent Meat, and eat much moi- 
iter than Eryorcan Rabbz:ts, 

We met with whole Droves of Monkeys, 
moſt of them black, ſome few white ; ſome 
wich large Beards, others Beardleſs, which 
were then fat, the Fruits being ripe, and are 
very agreeable meat. 

We ſaw 1icany other forts of Animals, of 
which a further Account will he given in a 
particular Treatiſe, by an Ingenious Gentle- 
man who d<ſigns the Natural Hiſtory of theſe 
parts. But we neither ſaw Bullock, Horle, 
Aſs, Shcep, Goats, nor ſo much as a Gat, tho* 
they be much troubled with Rats and Mice. 
So that one may make their Fortunes by Cats, 
as Whittington id, who was twice or thrice 
Mayor of Londen, which confirms that com- 
mon Tradition of his ſudden acquiring of 
zreat Riches, 

The Country we returned thro' was very 
Woody, only here and there were ſome plea- 
ſant large Savanals, were grows great plenty 
of Maiz, which makes a ſubſtantial ſtrong

than our Wheat. It produces a Wonderful [n- 
create,above a thouſand for one. The Planting 
and gathering of it is the work of the women. 
The mens Employment 1s only Huntinz and 
Fiſhing. 

There are infinite quantities of Cedar, very 
high and large. The wood is very red, of a 
curious grain, and of a very fragrant ſmell. 
The only uſe they make of them is for Canoa's 
& Periago's, the firſt bzing much leſs than the 
ſecond; which latter ſometimes, tho aj] of one 
Tree hollowed, will conveniently carry fifty 
or ſixty men. 

There are great ſtore of Plantains, which 
produce an excellent Fruit: The [ndians et 
them in rows, and they make very delightful 
Groves. 

Bonano's grow here in great plenty : They 
are a ſort of Plantains ; the Fruit is ſhort and 
thick, ſweet and mealy ; it eats excellently 
well raw ; but the Plantain eats beſt when 
it's boiled. 

But the Crown of all is that delicious food 
which we call the Pine- Apple, ſhaped ſomething 
like an Artichoak, as big as a man's head. It 
grows like a Crown on the top of a ſtalk, a- 
bout the thickneſs of an ordinary man's arm, 
and a foot and a halt high. The Fruit 1s com- 
monly ſeven pound weight, incloſed with ſhort 
prickly leaves. This fruit has no kernel in it. 
*T1s very juicy, and ſeems to taſte of all the 
delicious fruits together. lt ripens at all times 
of the year, and is raiſed from new — 
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The leaves of the Plant are broad, about a 
foot long, and grow from the root, Some of 
the company would have calied it, The Vege- 
table Manna, which would have been no im- 
proper Name; for it has a thouſand delights 
in its taſte, and may ſupply the defe&s ot all 
forts of Fruits. Its leaves ſerves for cover- 
ing of Houſes, and Bed-cloaths over the 
Hammocks. Two or three of them will de- 
tend one from the Sun and the Rain. 

We ſaw Sugar-Canes in abundance ; but 
the Indians know not how to make Sugar ; 
they will carry them as they walk, under their 
arms, and now and then take a piece of one 
of them, and chew it, and ſuck out the juice. 

Baſtard Cingamon Trecs grow in molt pla- 
ces, which bear a ſort of a Cod ſomething 
ſhorter than a Bean-cod, but munch thicker. 
It's thought, it they were tranſplanted, the 
Bark might in time be little inferior to the 
fam'd Cinnamon of Celen. 

There grows plentifully two ſorts of Pep- 
per, the one called Bell Pepper, the other 
Bird-Pepper, which are both much uſed by 
the 1ndians, both ſorts grovy on a ſhrubby buſh 
about a yard high. The Brird-Pepper has the 
imaller Leaf, and is mnch eſteemed by the 1z- 
dians, and is capable of great Improvements. 

Red Wood, fit for Dyers, is no Icfs plen- 
tiful than the former, The Trees are com- 
monly about forty foot high, about the thick- 
neſs of ones Thigh. The 1ndians with this, 
and a kind of Earth, dye Cottons for their 
Hammocks. 1t makes a bright livelyRed. The 
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The Tobacco that grows here is not (9 
ſtrong as that in /7rg::4, which we attribu- 
ted to their want of Skill In managing it ; 
for they raiſe it only from ſe2d, and never 
tranſplant it, as they do 1n ail the Tobacco- 
Countreys. When it's cured, they ſtrip it 
from the ſtalks, and laying 2 or 2 leaves upon 
on? another, thy ro!} up all together {ide- 
ways, into a long Roll, leavinga little hollow; 
ronnd this they roll other leaves, cloſed hard, 
till it be as big as ones wriſt, and 2 or 3 foot 
long - They ſmoak it in company thus: A boy 
lights one end of the Ro!}, and burns 1t to a 
coa!, wetting the part next 1t, to keep it from 
waſting too taſt, The end ſo lighted, he puts 
It into his mouth, and blows the ſmoak thro 
the whole length of the Roll into every bo- 
dy's face in the company. Then they litting 
in their ufual poſture upon Forms, make witn 
their hands held hokow together, a kind of 
Funn-l round their mouths and noſes, they 
{auf it up greediy, and are extremely plea- 
ſed, and look on it as the greateit ot Re- 
treſhments. 

Theſe were the moſt remarkable things we 
obſerved in our going and returning, belides 
great variety of Fowl, whieh deſerves a more 
particular Account ; which 1s leit to the An- 
thor of the Natural Hiſtory, here being no 
room for ſuch large Accounts. 

As ſoon as we were come within ſight of 
St. Andrews Fort, we all fell cown on our knees 


to give God molt hearty thanks tor our on 
cels, 


but we diſpatching a tew ſele& men, under

ceſs, and happy Return, and were preſently 
met: by a great part of the Garifon. Never 
were People ſo careſſed, tears of Joy ſtanding 
in every bodies eyes ; and there was great 
{ſtriving among them about getting the Edu- 
cation of the /dian Boys, who in fo ſhort a 
time had moſt of them learned a great many 
words of our Language. So that It's not 
doubted but in a ſhort time they will attain 
the perfection of it, as ſome of our little ones 
will do of theirs, who are ſpeedily to be ſent 
to remain with the 1n:diax:, according to the 
agreemgnt in the League, which it's hoped 
will prove as advantageous to Scetland, as that 
made between Charlemain and King Achains.

Of the Advantages of the Situation of tye Fort 
Sr. Andrew, and the Intereſt of prejerving it, 
and the Dangers that threaten it ;, with the Con« 


cluſion of the Hiſtory. 


He Spaniards, whom it highly concerns, 

will do their utmoſt to diſturb us, but 
unleſs they be aſſiſted by fome other Naion, 
we have no great reaſon to fear them ; for 
the daily coufiuence from all parts, of great 
Shoals of people, the ſtrength of the Situation 
of Fort St. Anarew, the League with the [n- 
dians, and the frequent Defiles will render 1t 
an Enterprize too difficult for them. 1 hey 
made ſome feeble Attempts from St. arza 
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the Command of Capt. Moritganery, met them 


in a Plantain Walk, quickly diſperſed them, 
took above 100 Priſoners, and among the 
reſt their Chief Commander Den Dominge Ae 
la Rada, who is yet a Piifoner at Fort St, An- 
arew, and will be continued there till 'we have 
a good account of the Sp.miards Treatment 
of Captain #:inkarron, who Commanding the 
Dolphin 1 ender, was forced by diſtreſs of Wea- 
ther under the Walls of Car:»a9ena, and made 


Priſoner laſt February a li: tle before the above. 


mentioned skirmiſh hapned. 

As we grow ſtronger, we ſhall engeavour 
to procure a;part inthe Soxth Sea, from whence 
It's not above 6 weeks fail to Fapan, and fome 
parts of Ching. So that bating, diltreſs-of wea- 
ther, by bringing the. Commodities of thoſe 
Countreys over this narrow ſimus, the riches 
of thoſe Kingdoms may in four or kve months 
time arrive. in. Exrope. a 

What Intereſt England has in concurring 
to the preſeryation of this Coloay, it's necd- 
leſs to diſpyte, fince they have Arts and Mcans 
to ſhare in the Riches of Scorland; and all our 
Nobility and Gentry muf?, for their own In- 
tereſt, attend the Court of England, and con- 
{equently diſperſe their Money among them. 
All theſe circumſtances concurring, makes us 
hope it will be one of the molt thriving Co- 
lonies in the World, and that all Attempts 
againſt jt will prove Abortive, which-ought 
to be the wiſh of all the lohabitants of Great- 
Britam. 
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
